' “One of the best ways to prevent 
home fires is to have your home 
insiieeted for fire hazards by fi re¬ 
run who are specially trained to 
look for—and find potential dan¬ 
ger spots." 

So declares Fire Chief Lundy 
Findlay who, in co-operation with 
the Canadian and International 
Associations of Fire Chiefs, is 
sponsoring a nationwide cam|>aign 
for home inspections as the most 
effective means of reducing the 
toll of fire deaths among children. 

Canada’s per capita fire loss is 
one of the highest of any country 
in the world, with one house cat¬ 
ching fire every 80 seconds. Most 
of these, said the chief, are caused 
by human carelessness. 

The convicted '‘firebug" who, 
through incendiary means, costs 
Canada thousands of dollars and 
lives, has a careless counter¬ 
part who unthinkingly tosses awav 
lighted cigarettes and matches, 
smokes in bed, and doesn’t worry 
about Chilton playing with mat¬ 
ches. 

But there are five other “fire¬ 
bugs” who start more than 85 per 
cent of all home fires. There’s the 
dope who doesn't inspect, clean 
and repair his heating system and 
chimney at least once a year and 
thereby causes one out of 
every four home fires. There's the 
self-sityled ‘Edison’, the electrical 
wizard who burns down one out 
of every eight homes. He favors 
frayed cords for electrical appli¬ 
ances and lights, overloaded cir¬ 
cuits, misuses appliances nnd puts 
in heavier fuses that the 15- 
nmpere type which blow quickly 
when overloaded. 

Then there are the men — and 
women — who, between them, 
manage to start one out of every 
ten house fires. The kitchen fire¬ 
bug has a greasy stove, leaves un¬ 
watched burners to ignite pot- 
holders and easy burning items 
piled too near the open flame; her 
sidter is the fool who quickens 
fire with kerosene ,— and some¬ 
times grabs a gasoline can by 
error. She also uses gasoline for 
dry cleaning and keeps this and 
other fiery fluids in her home in 
breakable bottles, leaky can, etc. 

With the winter heating season 
coming on, firemen here and else¬ 
where can expect the usual rush 
of ’furnace and chimney fires 
which originate when a careless 
husband empties hot ashes an-1 
coals into wooden or cardboard 
containers or dumps them on the 
basement floor next to wooden 
walls, old newspapers and rubbish, 
and thus accounts for one out of 
every eleven fires. 

Local Volunteer firemen, work¬ 
ing in pairs, are making house to 
house calls this week It) inspect 
the homes for fire hazards. This is 
on a voluntary basis, and no in¬ 
spection will be made unless the 
occupant so desires.

The following year the couple 
moved to Carmangay and settled 
on a farm. In 1948 they retired to 
Sidney, B.C.

one great grandchild.

John Trevor (Tom) Gostick, on 
Oet.

Mr. Gostick was born in Mysore, 
India in 1875, the son of a Metho¬ 
dist missionary. He attended 
school in England until 1889 when 
he was apprenticed to the sea. He 
sailed from Liverpool aboard the 
Cymanthia, a sailing vessel. He 
served before the mast for three 
years, leaving the ship in Austra¬ 
lia. In 1893 he was a memb.er of 
the first camel train travelling 
into central Australia. 

He came to Palo Alto, Cali¬ 
fornia in 1904 and in the same. 
year came to this area to take up’ 
n homestend in the Bowville com¬ 
munity. He retired and bought a 
home in Carmangay in 1930. He 
was a man devoted to God and his 
country. His family records trace 
back to the year 1266, at which 
time they were known as De Gos¬ 
tick. They originally came from 
Brittany, France, possibly at the 
time of William the Conqueror in 
1066. 

He is survived by one sister, 
Miss Edith Gostick, R.N., and one 
brother, the Reverend Gerald F. 
Gostick, retired Methodist minis¬ 
ter, both living in Yorkshire, 
l-ngland. The retirement of "the 
Rev. Gerald Gostick four years 
ago concluded 150 years con¬ 
tinuous service to the Methodist 
Church by the Gostick family. 

During the service the congrega¬ 
tion sang the hymns, “What a 
Friend We Have in Jesus” and 
“Abide With Me” and the choir 
sang a special hymn, “Sweet Hour 
of Prayer.”
